DECLINE IN ALBERTA 


Thirty-four fewer Albertans died 
of tuberculosis in 1947 than in 1946, 
according to figures released recent- 
ly by C. Robert Dickey, general sec- 
retary of the Alberta Tuberculosis 
Association. The reduction in’ the 
Alberta death rate was from 37.1 in 
1946 to 32 in 1947, 

Deaths from tuberculosis in all 
Canada dropped from 5,797 in 1946 
to 5453 in 1947, The rate in 1946 
was 47.2; in 1947, 43.4. 

Not since 1947 has there been a 
decrease of such magnitude, said Mr. 
Dickey. It is particularly gratifying, 
in view of the increase reported in 
1946. He said, “We believe these fi- 
gures reflect the increasing empha- 
sis on case-finding and early diag- 
nosis in the ‘combined operations’ 
of the Association and the depart: | 
ment of health through the mass | 
chest X-ray surveys, largely financed 
by Christnas Seals.

was undertaken in 1941, when the 
war cut off Argentina's overseus 
markets, and resulted in the accu- 
mulation of heavy grain surpluses. 
Construction material was becoming 
iscarce and more costly, so attention 
was given to the possibility of sub- 
terrancan. silos, 
conducted with 12 silos, and the re- 
sults proved so satisfactory — that 
1,474 silos with a capacity of 688,866 
inetric tons have now been built. 

These cement-lined underground 
silos resemble large swimming pools 
With ramps at either end to facili- 
tute emptying. Their overall dimen- 
tions are about 8 by 34 metres, and 
the average capacity 580 metric tons. 

Until recently, a filled silo was 
covered with canvas, and earth 
about a metre deep. However,.a new 
type of waterproof covering — has 
been developed, and this will elimi- 
nate the laver of soil. The new cov- 
ering will reduce the cost by about 
50 per cent, and will shorten the 
time required for the covering and 
uncovering operations from six to 
one hour,

GAME FOR WINTER USE 


With the hunting season under 
way, the occasional game bird for 
dinner makes a pleasant change. 
Those who have frozen food locker 
facilities available can enjoy — this 
delicacy long after the season — is 
over, How to prepare game for 
freezing is suggested by Mrs. Vera 
Macdonald, Supervisor of the Home 
Economics Division, 

Like poultry, game birds should be 
bled and may be dry picked, or 
semi-scalded 20 to 40 seconds in 130 
degrees F, water. Avoid tearing, 
cooking, or bruising the skin, Singe 
and draw carefully. The birds may 
he left whole, although cutting may 
save space in the locker, Wrap in 
moisture proof paper or pack in 
glass or tin, Birds will store from 
four to six months in the locker, but 
fat birds such as geese or ducks 
should be tested in four months for 
rancidity. 

Detailed directions for freezing 
ineat, venison, poultry and = game 
birds can be found in the Alberta
